The March meeting of the 
Bethel Chamber of Commerce 
was largely devoted to a. gen- 
eral discussion of the pollution 
problems to be solvéd “iz the, 
Androscoggin River is to be sa- 
tisfaclory for recreational boat- 
ing and fishing. | . 

Gilman Whitman outlined the 
present situation, pointing out 
that the rivéwhas not been clas- 
sified by the Maine Walter Im- 
provement Commission and if 
it were classified under pre- 
gent conditions, it would be a 
Class D river, the lowest of 
four classifications indicating 
it is primarily devoted to the 
transportation of sewage and 
industrial wastes without caus- 
ing a public nuisances 

BH, J. Reichard of the Brown 
Company in a letter to the 
Chamber indicated that the in- 
dustrial waste problem was un- 
der control, that company hav- 
ing spent $6,000,000 in the past 
ten years to remove the sul- 
phide waste liquors from the 
river, 

It was. agreed that until the 
cities of Berlin and Gorham 
build municipal sewage plants 
the river cannot be consider- 
ed for upgrading to a Class G 
yiver,.-Mr, Whitman suggested 
that if Bethel were interested 
in getting a long range pro- 
yram started, it should contact 
the Maine representatives .on 
the Androscoggin Interstate 
Water Control ‘Commission 
which is now responsible in 
getting agreament between New 
Hampshire and Maine as to fu- 
‘ture action on this problem, If 
no action fis taken by ‘the 
States, the Federal Government 
will in time dictate a course of 
action. :
